One. of the present favorite^sub- 
jecta for journalistic and oratorical 
hrainstorms, and one which can 

be counted upon to do service in

so-called masculinizing of our 
women by granting to them many 
of the economic and political 
privileges of men. Shades of 
Darwin and Huxley and Pasteur, 
and all the long succession of wise 
and patient teachers who have la- 
bored to instill into the public 
mind a rudimentary knowledge of 
the laws of biology and evolution!

Through all the past, 
since life first sprang up upon the 
earth, there has been evolving this 
wonderful device for creating un- 
ending possibilities of growth; 
and now, in a century marked, 
more than by any other form of 
human effort, by scientific thought 
intelligent people really believe 
that changes in human customs 
and the institutions of civilization, 
man-made and transient as all 
man-made customs are, can de- 
crease to an appreciable degree 

£lhe difference of sex. Of course, 
there are many unfortunate ac- 
companiments of modern indus- 
trial life and modern modes of 
living which make a woman a 
-weaker and poorer human being, 
and so less efficient and attractive 
as a woman — a fact which is 
equally true of men. And, of 
course, there are unwomanly 
women; there have been shrevs 
since time was.

Major Samuel Bigstaff. who was 
the youngest brother of the late 
James M. Bigstaff, of this city, 
(Had at his home at Ft. Thomas, 
near Newport, Sunday, Auirust 18, 
after a short illness of intestinal 
trouble. Major Bigstaff was a son 
of the late Dr. O. S. Bigstaff and 
was born in Bath county in IMsV 
At the age of sixteen, while pre- 
paring for college, he ran away 
from home and joined the Confed- 
erate Army, enlisting in the com- 
mand of General John H. Morgan. 
He was taken prisoner at the battle 
of Snow Hill and sent to the old 
Newport Barracks, now a city 
park, as a prisoner of war. He 
was later exchanged. 

Shortly before the close of the 
war he married Miss Alice Web 
ster, eldest daughter of F. 1M 
Webster, at that time one of tlx 
leading attorneys of Kentucky. 
He engaged in the iron business 
and continued in it until the great 
panic in 1873. He then began the 
practice of law and contined until 
the summer of 1883, when he 
launched into public enterprises 
unH became a promoter with much 
success. He built East Fourth 
street in Newport, the first to be 
constructed by private enterprise, 
and then laid out what is still 
known as Bigstaff's addition to 
Newport. This proved to be so 
suecessful that he gave up the law 
entirely and engaged in the real 
estate business. 

He is survived by his widow and 
two children, Miss Maggie and 
Frank Bigstaff; a sister, Mrs. Sarah 
Hinde, of St. Louis, and a brother, 
Richard Bigstaff, who resides in 
Bath county.

"The Thirty and Nine;" 
Or, Why Stop With One ? 

By JOHN B MFERRAN. Chairman Educational 
Louisville Commercial Club 



n. 

IOOKENQ nt our educational problem* from a business stand- 
point, we havo been turning too much to what is called 
higher education. I am myself a batt«f«f in higher educa- 
tion. I mean by that the universities, collegos and high 
schools and would not detract from their importance in the least, but 
they nre already liberally provided for far in advance of our common 
schools. 

We are told by the United States bureau of education "that more 
than two-thirds of our boys In the United States leave school before 
the end of tho eighth grade;" "that the average length of a hoy's 
schooling is less than six years, and this school training before the 
ages of twolvo to fourteen years, while tho boy is too young to appre- 
ciate his loss;" "that less than one boy in four completes the grammar 
grades and but one boy in eight goes any further with his schooling ;" 
"that only one boy in forty of those who enter tho first year of high 
school completes the course in high school, public or private, or goes 
higher ;" "that of all boys twelve to fourteen years of age who should 
certainly be In school less than 60 per cent are there." 

From the Sage Foundation fund's reports we are told that of 100 
boys who enter the first grade only fifty-five enter the fifth grade, only 
twenty-seven are left in the eighth grade, six in the high school and 
one to enter college ; that only 5 per cent of the males in the nation 
are fitted by definite educational training for their occupations or vo- 
cations. 

These facts are given on high authority, and when we remember 
that they apply to the country at large and that Kentucky is probably 
below this average, is it not lamentable ? IF ONLY ONE BOY IN 
FORTY COMPLETES THE HIGH SCnOOL COURSE IS IT 
NOT VERY IMPORTANT FOR US TO GO MORE STRENU- 
OUSLY AFTER THE OTHER "THIRTY AND NINE?" 

I think at present we, educators and all, arc following the old trend 
of looking too exclusively toward the higher education. I think our 
legislative bodies have illustrated this when four years ago they made 
It mandatory on every county in tho state to build a high school within 
two years. There was little mandatory concerning the poor, small 
schools scattered throughout the counties. These "thirty and nine" 
poor devils will have little chance to get within sight of a high school 
at all, but must plod along as best they may. 

It is true the same legislature allowed the fiscal court to levy a 
tax of 20 cents on the $100 for school purposes in each county. It is 
also true that many of the counties levying this tax have used it 
largely in establishing a high school at the county seat or some other 
town, which is unfair to these "thirty and nine" who do not get to the 
high school. 

I DO NOT WISH TO BE UNDERSTOOD A8 OPP08INQ HIGH 
8CHOOL8 OR HIGHER EDUCATION— I AM IN FAVOR OF BOTH TO 
THE LIMIT— BUT I AM OOMPLAININQ THAT ONLY ONE BOY IN 
FORTY SHOULD HAVE THE LION'S 8HARE OF THE FEA8T IN- 
TENDED FOR ALL. I THINK THI8 8HOW8 CLEARLY THE NEED 
OF MORE MONEY FOR OUR SCHOOLS, 80 THAT ALL MAY HAVE A 
FAIR 8HOW. 

There is, I think, another mistake that ought to be corrected as 
far as possible, and that relates to the pay of teachers by location or 
with reference to location. The cities and large towns and wealthier 
portions of the counties have the pick of the teachers because they pay 
higher salaries and the environment generally is more attractive. 
Thus the back districts in the counties (where there are generally 
more children) are compelled to get along with the cheapest and poor- 
est teachers. These teachers, as a rule, have the minimum salaries. 
Now, I hold that these "thirty and nine" out in the back districts for 
good results need the beet teachers or at least as good as the best 

This condition can be met at once by the county boards supple- 
menting the salaries of teachers in the poor districts out of tho county 
funds. Such action would bring immediate relief. WHY WAIT 
ONE YEAR OR TWO YEARS FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION 
WHEN THERE IS A TEMPORARY WAY OUT OF THE DIF- 
FICULTY PENDING IMPROVEMENT IN LEGISLATION! 
Think of Dhe unlift given to the citizens of another generation even 
by a single term of schooling! Is it not little short of criminal to fail 
to apply a remedy when it is within our power ? 

If we cannot get funds enough for both high schools and "low* 
schools, is it not better to use sufficient of the county fund in this way 
than to put all or the bulk of it in a city or town high school which 
the "thirty and nine" can have but little hope to enter! Would not 
these "thirty and nine" by reason of tlieir improved intelligence 
through these better teachers in time force the building of high 
for all !

pjtition or withdraw after he had signed it, the law of bribery only 
covering the purchase of a voter to vote or not to vote at an election. 
As the signing or withdrawing from a petition is neither procuring 
one to vote nor not to vote at an election, the statute does not include 
it.

Under L. B. Shropshire 
rromises Dig interest. 

THE SIX BIG STAKE EVENTS 



Six Purse Events, Six Running Race*. 
Gentlemen's Cup Raoe and Lady**

ture! of Program. 

From a racing standpoint, patrons 
of the Kentucky State Pair, the week 
of September n i l will be well pro- 
vided for', as the program, which has 
been arranged by L. B. Shropshire, att- 
estant secretary of the fair, la one of 
the best seen In Kentucky In years. 
Me hfiK arranged for all staXe events 
for trotters and pacers, valued at $600 
each, and. In addlUon, he has pro 
vlded for six running races, one for 
tach day of the fair, and a Gentlemen's 
tup race and a Oentlemen's Hiding 
race, the last-named two to be de- 
cided the closing day of the fair. 
Aiuuiig t lie stake races will be one for 
two year-old trotters, one for three- 
year-old trottera, one each for 8:18 
trotterB, 2: so trotters, 2:13 pacers and 
2:26 pacera. The purse event* will 
consist of one each for free-for-all 
i rotters, 2:18 trottera, 2:15 trotters, 
2 :20 trotters, 2:12 pacers, 2:17 paoers 
and one for free-for-all pacers. 

During the past two years the rac 
ing feature of the fair has proved one 
of the most interesting of any attrac- 
tion provided by the management, and 
: ecause of that fact it became appar- 
ent to Secretary J. L Dent that bet 
ter facilities would have to be pro- 
vided for oaring for the patrons ol 
that particular feature. With this 
idea In view, the very first contract 
uutered Into by Commissioner New 
man and Secretary Dent was with 
contractors for the enlargement of the 
grand stand, and when the gates are 
thrown open the morning of Septem 
ter 9 Just twice as many people will 
be cared for in the race track section 
ol the grounds aa formerly.

farm?" There was a quick uncon- 
scious sigh as the young woman 
hesitated between loyalty and 
frankness. She was naturally do- 
mestic and by every instinct in- 
clined to love the country. "Y-e-s," 
^she replied, "I like the country— 
' and we have it quite convenient 
now. But we have got to get up 
at four in the morning and work 
until eight at night. I get awfully 
tired sometimes, but it looks like 
we just can't quit."

The time has passed when intelli 
gent, ambitious people will be con 
tent, even under the favorable con 
ditions of the great outdoors, to 
labor sixteen or eighteen hours » 
day merely to earn a living. It i> 
good to work; but there must bt

provement and for play. Thecit.\ 
has laws against child labor. But

New Moving Pictures of the farm. 

A fine smasher of old pictures ia 
the college-bred farmer! You re- 
member, of course, those hoary 
and pleasing lithographs showing 
the finding of the red ear at the 
husking bee, the barn dance, the 
"house raisin'," the hayrack par- 
ties, the pumpkins yellowing be- 
tween the corn rows, the beauti- 
fully built conical stacks of bun- 
dled wheat. Well, they are all 
headed for historical museum, and 
our college-bred farmers are pos- 
ing for new moving-picture plays. 
In his cornfield in July or August, 
he swings with his harvester to 
cut green stalks. With his ma- 
chine he does the work of ten 
men with corn knives. After it is 
cut the corn goes to a shredder, 
which husks the tars and grinds 
the stalks for silage — a lirst-class 
green winter feed for dairy cows. 
Pumpkin vines would become en- 
tangled in the machine, so they 
are raised in a separate field. 
Wheat stacks are gone because 
the ascertained losses between cut- 
ting and threshing from the stack 
are greater than the gain due to 
the stack-sweating process; and 
another pride of the farm — the 
man who could put up the most 
symmetrical pagoda of wheat 
bundles— is compelled to look for 
itlory in other fields. For the 
young folks the town and city 
ballrooms are made available bv' 
improved roads and automobiles; 
they dance to the music of the 
same orchestra that plays for 
country club parties — so passeth 
the straw rides and the "grand 
right and left" under the barn 
lanterns. And all the college- 
bred farmer gets in exchange for

GOOD DIPHTHERIA REMEDY. 

Take green cobras (not slack- 
ened ) and burn on a stove lid until 
it becomes of a yellowish brown color 
and can be pulverized. Take one 
level teaspoonful, the same of burnt 
alum (the alum should be taken off 
the stove just before it stops boiling 
as it. is then stronger.) Put the 
abort in an earthen bowl with one 
teaspoonful of sulphur, one teacup- 
fid of white sugar, the same of boil- 
ing water; let cool; put in a tight 
bottle and shake before using. 

Directions — In extreme cases give 
uric-fourth teaspoon every hour; keep 
outside of throat coo) to keep down 
fever. ( fee water with saltpeter in 
is good for this purpose.) Change 
cloth every two or three miuutes. 

To prevent diphtheria — (Jive one 
teaspoonful twice a day for one 
week every two or three months. 
People, while exposed, should keep 
taking the above.

Curious Electrical Device That En- 
ables Them to Communicate Rap- 
dly at a Distance. 

A curious electrical device called a 
deaf-mutes' telephone" has been In- 
vented to enable those who cannot 
speak and hear to communicate rap- 
ily, not only with each. other, but 
with persons who can speak and 
hear and are not conversant with the 
finger-sign language, says the Popu- 
lar Mechanics Magazine, in an illus- 
trated article, 

"The phone" comprises an elec- 
trical keyboard, somewhat like that 
of a typewriter. It has, like a type- 
writer, the "universal system" ar- 
rangement of letters. This keyboard 
is connected by wire with an elec- 
tric signal board which is the "talk- 
ing machine" proper and consists of 
thirty-six incandescent light globes, 
each with a large letter of the alpha- 
bet or one of the nine numerals 
painted on the end of the bulb. 

The person who wishes to talk 
presses the keys, spelling out the 
words as on a typewriter, the other 
person reading off the letters as they 
flash on the lamps. 

MINE PONIES PROTECTED. 

In 1908 P. A. Cox of England be- 
gan his enthusiastic labors in behalf 
of the sadly ill-treated ponies of the 
coal mines. The lot of these poor, 
abused little creatures has been a 
sort of equine hell. Aa last there 
has been won for them by Mr. Cox 
and those who have been associated 
with him a bill securing the follow- 
ing provisions: (1) The numbering 
of every animal on descending the 
shaft. (2) No animal to be en- 
gaged over or under a certain age. 
(3) Limitation of hours of ponies' 
work. (4) A meal midway between 
tho allotted hours of work. (5) Sup- 
ply of water Tor every animal en- 
gaged. (6) Every driver to be 
licensed and registered and the time 
during which he is in charge of a 
specified animal booked to him. 

(7) Every injury to a pony to be 
reported, investigated and registered. 

(8) Periodical examination of all 
animals by veterinary surgeons ap- 
pointed by government and invested

Dnrlng the past few years hun- 
dreds of Journals have sprung up 
devoted to women's special interests.

to read over night, there is little 
doubt that tho newspapers would 
flnH it advantageous to print more 
statesmanlike editorials, and more 
general and abstract news.
